Claims 1-22 are pending in this application. The Examiner rejected Claims 1-22 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,936,274 to Forbes et al. ("the Forbes patent"). 

Applicant would like to thank Examiner Lewis for the telephonic interview extended to 
Applicant's counsel, Sharon Ng, on December 19, 2002. During the interview, the orientation of 
Figure 4 in the Forbes patent was brought to the Examiner's attention. In particular, Figure 4 is a 
plan view from above of a working surface of a substrate. The control gate 335 is properly 
interpreted as being adjacent to the floating gate 325 in the plan view of Figure 4. The Examiner 
acknowledged Applicant's interpretation of Figure 4 but would like additional time to reconsider 
the matter. In accordance with the proper interpretation of Figure 4 in the cited reference, 
Applicant respectfully submits that Claims 1-22 are patentably distinguished over the cited 
reference and Applicant respectfully requests allowance of Claims 1-22.
